The  steamer  Juniata, 
while  on  the  way  to  Harrison's  Landing,  yester- 
day/was tired  into  by  a  rebel  field  baccaryofsix 
piec<e8,  from  a  point  jast  below  our  army.  One 
pempu  was  injured,  the  Juniata  was  aground. 
Our  gunboats  soon  dispersed  the  rebels. 

A  reconnouriD^  party  yesterday  found  the 
rebel  picliets  within  a  mile  of  our  army.  Our 
troops  at  Hampton  are  throwing  up  breaijtworlis. 

The  thermometer  stood  at  90  this  eroning. 

July  8.  Gen.  Buraside  is  here,  and  had  an  in- 
terview with  the  President  this  morning.  The 
President  then  proceeded  up  James  river. 

Flag  Officer  Wilkes  arrived  this  morning. 

Many  stragglers  from  different  regiments  are 
daily  arriving  here,  materially  dimioishing  the 
number  reported  lost. 

Two  or  three  sutlers  and  civilians  were  arrested 
today,  for  not  complyint;  with  the  order  to  leave. 

The  fortificatioDS  of  Yorktowu  are  being  placed 
in  perfect  order. 

Several  officers  came  with  the  President  this 
morning  on  board  the  Ariel,  and  Gea.  Ualleck  is 
believed  to  be  among  them.

Aufj.  5.  It  is  certain  that  those  whose  duty  it  is 
to  direct,  from  this  point,  warlilio  movemuats, 
have  adopted  such  precautionary  measures  as 
will  prevent  premature  disclosures  of  contem- 
plated operutious,  and  thus  guard  against  the 
disastrous  effects  from  that  cause  of  either  pub 
lished  or  privately  communicated  statemeat9. 
The  wisdom  of  this  policy  is  commended  even  by 
those  whose  otHciiil  positions  have  heretofore 
given  them  some  claim  to  be  advised  of  tfte  ob- 
jects and  purposes  of  the  Administration.  It  was 
months  ago  charged  or  believed  that  through 
rebel  spies  in  Washiiigtou  the  enemy  was  in  con- 
siaut  receipt  of  much  valuable  knowledge  not 
known  to  the  loyal  public;  but  only  a  fear  gov- 
ernment officials,  whoso  patriotism  is  above  sus- 
picion, can  now  be  the  possCbSors  of  Information, 
the  improper  disclosure  of  which  would  prove 
detrimental  to  the  best  interests  of  the  country. 

Gen.  Burnside  has,  it  is  believed,  reached  his 
new  field  of  operations,  and  may  soon,  by  the  sole 
act  of  his  own  advancing,  auDOuaco  his  ex.acC 
locality. 

The  President  today,  accompanied  by  Secretary 
Seward  and  Geu.  Sturgis,  inspected  ttie  forts  and 
camps  on  the  south  side  of  the  Potomac.  lie 
was  enthusiastically  received  by  all  the  troops. 
At  all  points  was  the  usual  salute  of  cannon.

Would  Rather  Be  Thrown  From 

Horse  Than   Miss  Yells, 

President    Said 


VISITED      EX-PRISONERS 


Sawtelle  Resident  Tells  How 

Executive  Reyievyed. Croup 

of  Exchanged  Men 


"Shout  away  boys.  I'd  rather  be 
thrown  than  to  think  you  couldn't 
shout;  It  shows  me  lyou  have  plenty 
of  life  and  fight  in  you  yet." 

These  were  the  words  of  Abra- 
ham Lincoln,  recalled  by  S.  W. 
Hart,  a  member  of  the  Soldiers* 
home,  and  veteran  of  the  Twenty- 
ninth  OUio  infantry,  who  was  one 
of  several  thousand  ex(!hange(l 
prisoners  assembled  near  Waslilng- 
lon  in   October  of   1SG2. 

The  veteran  had  .been  wounded 
and  taken  prisoner  at  the  battle  of 
Port  Republic,  Virginia,  June  0  of 
the  same  year.  After  five  months  in 
a  Southern  prison.  Hart  was  ex- 
changed and  with  many  others  waa 
sent  to  Camp  Distribution  near 
!  Washington  froui  where  they  were 
to    be    returned    to    their    regiments. 

Imprisonment  and  illness  had  left": 
many  of  these  soldiers  pale  and  ' 
languid  and  it  was  a  question  in  the  ■ 
minds  of  officers  wnether  they  , 
were  fit  for  active  service  at  once.  ' 
How  the  presence  of  the  President  ' 
brouglit  out  the  demonstration  that  ' 
was  so  welcomed  Hart  tells  in  these  ] 
words: 

"Shortly  after  our  arrival  at  this  ' 
camp  we  were  visited  by  President 
Lincoln,   his  cabinet  and  retinue  oi 
army  officers,  all  of  them  mounted 
on   high-spirited    horses. 

"As   he   neared   the   center   of   the 
line,    we    gave    him    the    'high    sign*  ' 
in   the  form  of  a  shout  that  made 
his    orse    rear    up    on    is    hind    leet 
and   "whirl   completely   around.      We 
were    alarmed    for    an    instant    for 
fear    he   might    be    thrown,    but    he 
stuclc    to    his    seat    like    a    cowboy, 
took    off    his    tall  '  hat,      swung     it  . 
around    his    head    and      sang      out: 
'Shout    away,    boys.     I'd    rather    be 
thrown   tiian   to   think  you   couldn't 
shout.      Your   shouts   show    me   you  . 
huve    plenty    of    life    and    fight    in 
you  yet."
